CRUSHED TO DEATH 


One Killed and Nine Injured By Fall 
of False Work at Bridge. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 28.—One man was 
killed and nine others were Injured, 
two of them seriously, by the xjollapso 
here of a portion of false work sup­ 
porting a new concrete bridge ovor 
Wlssahickon creek In the Northwest 
section of the city. Martin Simpson, 
aged thirty years, was crushed by the 
mass of timbers and false work and 
instantly killed. Bernard Mears, re­ 
ceived Internal Injuries and both arms 
were crushed, one of them so badly 
that it had to be ami^l ated, and 
Joseph Layton, was Injured about the 
spine and both of his hands were 
crushed. 
Seven other workmen were 
cut and bruised by the falling frame 
work. 
The bridge, which Is the largest 
concrete structure in the country and 
the only one of its kind in the world 
has just been completed. It is known 


Newark. N. J., Dec, 31.—Some light 
was thrown on the mystery surround­ 
ing the death of the woman whose 
nude body was found last Thursday 
half hidden in the muddy ooze of a 
pond near Harrison, N. J., when Mrs, 
Frank Hull, of New York, came to the 
Newark morgue and 
declared 
posi­ 
tively that the dead woman was Mrs. 
Agnes Young, who formerly lived with 
her and later with a Mrs. King in 
Brooklyn. 
The 
police believe that 
Mrs. Hull’s identification is correct 
Mrs. Hull said that she went to Jer­ 
sey City with Mrs. Young on Christ­ 
mas day. 
Following 
luncheon, she 
parted with her companion, \vho, she 
understood, was going on to Newark 
to join a houseboat party. 
When Mrs. Hull learned of the mur­ 
der through the ne\vspapers and saw 
that the description of the dead wo­ 
man seemed to fit her friend, she in­ 
formed the police that she believed 
the murdered woman was Mrs. Young, 
who had been employed at one time 
as a stenographer and typewriter in 
a West Side hotel. She said that Mrs. 
Young was the wife of an engineer, 
but that she had not lived with her 
husband for several years. In company 
with the detectives, Mrs. Hull went 
to the Newark morgue, and after view­ 
ing the body said that there was no 
doubt of its identity. 
Mrs. Hull said that when they left 
Mrs. King’s home on Christmas morn­ 
ing Mrs. Young had $300 in her purse 
and wore a diamond ring. 
On their 
arrival at Jersey City they were met 
by a man, whom she 
named, with 
whom they had luncheon. When the 
luncheon party broke up Mrs. Hull re­ 
turned to this city. 
The physicians founci' that the wom­ 
an Had been struck twice on the back 
of the head with such force as to ren­ 
der her unconscious, and that while in 
this state, and still breathing, she was 
pitched head-foremost into the pool 
where she was drowned. The water at 
the spot was shallow, and the heart 
struck 
the 
bottom 
with 
sufficient 
violence to roll the water so that her 
dying gasps drew into the lungs bits 
of ashes and cinders. There were two 
abrasions at the base of the brain, be­ 
hind the right ear. 
After inflicting 
these, the physicians determined, the 
murderer slit the woman’s clothing 
from the neck down. 
This feat was 
skilfully done, for though the cutting 
was made with hardly more than a 
single movement of a keen-edged wea­ 
pon,^hat stroke made its way througn 
every thicknes*s of clothing, and at no 
time did the point of the knife enter 
the body. That the weapon was not 
used to aid the murder is believed to 
be due to the hope of the assassin that 
the case might be mistaken for one 
of suicide. 
The shoes and stockings 
were pulled off with brutal haste and 
then, seized by the feet, the woman 
was stood fairly on her head in the 
water and so held until she was dead. 
The organs indicated that the won:a i 
had used alcoholic stimulants, but that 
she had not done so to excess. 
In the disappearance of a business 
miin of Newark on Christmas eve thp 
police of Newark found circumstances 
pointing to a new suspect and a new 
motive for the murder. 
The police began w'ork on the theorj^ 
that the slain woman had been lured 
from New York by this man. The mo­ 
tive for the murder was the recovery 
of papers of a compromising charac­ 
ter which the woman had in her po.s* 
session. 
In every way, the police say, the 
man now under suspicion answers the 
description of the man seen with the 
woman on the night of her death by 
John 
Sullivan, 
Peter 
Coogan 
and 
John Thum. The belief that he sought 
the recovery of papers is borne out 
by the manner in which the woman's 
clothing had been cut from her body, 
evidently to aid her slayer in making 
ft thorough search.

Srave Gives Up Bones Instead of Al*

cemetery. w»as exhumed, just forty- 
three years to a day after its burial. 
The coffin was found to contain the 
remains of a human body, thus explod­

perjury case that It contained a roll of 
lead. 
The official statement given out by 
representatives of the home office and 
others who were officially present at 
the examination, not only definitely 
disposes of the lead myth, but seems 
effectively to prove that the body 
buried in 1864 was actually that of T. 
C. Druce. The authorized statement 
folloAvs: 
“The coffin was opened and found to 
contain the body of an aKed, bearded 
m a n ; tiie plate on the coffin bore the 
name Thomas Charles Druce.*' 
The scene at Highgato cemeterv 
when the vault was opened was re- 
* markable. Constables seemed to spring 
from everywhere; 
every bush and 
every tree apparently hid an officer of 
the law. All the entrances to the cem­ 
etery were surrounded by cordons of 
police. Only those persons who had 
passes from the home office were ad­ 
mitted to the grounds. 
George Hql- 
lam by Druce, who claims he is thp 
rightful heir to the Portland dukedom 
and to its vast estate, tried twice to 
get into the cemetery, but was met 
with a stern refusal.

SELF-LOADING 
RIFLES. 


Improvements in the Weapon Used by 


Infantry Soldiers. 


One of the additions made to the 


small arms for military service in cer- 
tain countries was a magazine con- 
taining several cartridges at once. 
This has usually been placed below 
the stock, just ahead of the trigger. 
One of the best known rifles of that 
class is the "Lee straight pull," once 
employed by American marines—the 
men who serve as soldiers on naval 
vessels. Another 
rifle of the same 


general class was invented by a Ger- 
man, 
Herr 
Mauser, and has 
been 


used in several foreign armies. The 
Spanish soldiers in the Cuban war, 
nine years ago, had Manser rifles. 


A cable dispatch not long ago re- 


ported that Herr Mauser had devised 
a mechanism by which the weapen 
is automatically reloaded from a car- 
tridge chamber after firing. He be- 
lieves that the improvement is so

"The spleen Is really the iron gland 
of the body, and contains more phos- 
phorus than any other organ with the 
exception of the brain. 
I ate my first 
spleen about five years ago and found 
it quite palatable. 


"The reason spleens have never be- 
come an article of commercial value 
in the beef industry is because they 
spoil so quickly. 
There is little use 
in placing them on ice, for after a 
few hours they seem to disintegrate 
and fall apart, and consequently are 
not marketable,"

It is the Beggars' Ou\id. 


The Beggars' Guild is an association 
of beggars, and its influence is felt 
all over tiie empire. The mind of man 
runneth not so far back as to be able 
to say when this unique 
institution 
was organized. 
It has its head men 
In every province In the empire, and 
these heads in turn report to the chief 
of the guild and his board of advisers, 
who reside in Shanghai. 
Dvery city, 
town, and community that is visited 
by travelers has a representative 
of 
the guild, and these men employ the 
men, M'omen and childreai who carry 
on the actual work of soliciting alms. 
The occupation is regarded so favor- 
ably by many niilives that there is no 
lack of applicants for admission to the 
guild. 


Travelers who visit China 
declare 
that the beggars of this land are the 
most persistent, the dirtiest, and most 
loathsome to be found anywhere on 
earth. 
It is marvelous to contemplate 
the number of small children to be 
seen begging in China, and the thing 
that strikes every stranger out here is 
the large number of deformed 
men, 
women and children that follow sight- 
seers 
about. 
Upon 
investigation I 
learned that the officials of the guild 
have their agents constantly scouring 
China for children that are misshap- 
ea at birth. 
The more hideous the 
deformity the greater asset it becomes 
to the guild. 
It is not at all uncom- 
mon for children to be 
deliberately 
crippled and 
then sent 
out to beg. 
Quito naturally a large percentage of 
the malformations are fakes pure and 
simple, 
I have seen men trussed up 
in all manner of uncomfortable posi- 
tions in order to attract the attention 
of strangers. 
The slightest investiga- 
tion will reveal the fake. Unless a na- 
tive Is either a member or an employe 
of the Beggars' Guild he cannot solicit 
alms. 
This Js where the trust feature 
of the business comes iO- 
The trust 
pays the government -well for the priv- 
ilege of bleeding 
charitabiy-Inclined 
strangers, and so well is it unuer- 
stood that outsiders must not intrude 
that none attomp-ts it. Among the re- 
forms which the progressists in China 
would do well to undertake, when. If 
ever, they come into power, is the 
abolitlpn of this most detestable and 
debasing of monopolies. 
There 
is 
nothing that casts more discredit on 
a nation than its toleration of swarms 
of beggars. 


The receipts from begging in China 
are enormous. 
No one not acquainted 
with the deliberations of the inner clr- 
clee knows anything near the real sum 
that is inveigled out of kind hearted 
people by these impostors every year. 
But from talks I have had 
recently 


gurs for many years. 
There are many 
other similar cases throughout the em- 
pire. The head oillcials of the Beggars' 
Guild—nearly all of them men who 
have spent much of their time attired 
in rags begging on the streets of va- 
rious cities—live in vice-regal style. 
They own grand houses, which 
are 
most gorgeously furnished, and they 
are looked up to and respected on ev- 
ery hand, in spite of the fact that their 
calling is well known. 
No doubt this 
sounds queer to westerners, but "East 
is east and west is west, and never the 
twain shall meet," is as true today aa 
it was when Kipling first said it. 


My first experience with the Beg- 
gars' Guild—though I did not know it 
at the time—was at Newchwang dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. 
I, as 
well as the rest of my brother war 
correspondents who were stationed in 
that place, was greatly bothered by 
a gang of most persistent 
beggars. 
So aggressive 
did they 
become 
in 
their appeals that we held a council 
of war and debated some means of 
ridding ourselves of tho curse. 
We 
decided that we would single out one 
man and make a proposition to pay 
him one Mexican dollar per diem on 
condition that he would keep the rest 
of the bunch from us. 
We sought out 
Jo-Jo, as we had learned to call him. 
Jo-Jo was a poor devil who was badly 
bent and had great difficulty in walk- 
ing. 
Through one of the hotel ser- 
vants we told him what we wanted. 
He agreed to the proposition, and it 
worked like a charm—until.Jo-Jo de- 
manded a raise of fifty cents a day. 


One morning in August—it was the 
great Chinese holiday, the Festival of 
the Dragon—four of us correspondents 
were at breakfast, when a visitor was 
announced. We repaired to the hotel 
sitting-room to meet our guest, whom 
we thought might be a Russian gener- 
al, or at least a colonel, who had come 
to tell us that we were to be allowed 
to depart for Mukden 
immediately. 
Our surprise may probably be sur- 
mised—though I doubt i,t—when I say 
that the visitor was none other than 
old Jo-Jo, 
But we did not recognize 
him at 
first. 
He was changed. 
His 
filthy rags had been discarded and he 
was enwrapped in silks and 
satins. 
His head had been looked after by a 
barber, and his long queue was shiny 
with oil. 
He was no longer bent, but 
stood as straight as an arrow. 
When 
he entered the room his face broke 
into a smile and he held out his hand 
to us. 
We did not ask. for any ex- 
planations, but proceeded 
to 
hustle 
him out into the street. 
Then 
wo 
sought 
our servant 
Interpreter 
and 
asked him to inquire of Jo-Jo the na- 
ture of his visit. 
We learned 
that 
the fellow, who actually regarded him- 
self as a worthy and serviceable em- 
ploye, had merely come on this holi- 
day morning to pay his respects to his 
employers. 
We did not know then 
that we had an opportunity to enter- 
tain an ofliicial of the Beggars' Guild, 
or we might have handled him with 
more gentleness than we did.—Shang;. 
hai (China) correspondeaice of Leslie's

SELF-LOADING 
RIFLES. 


Improvements in the Weapon Used by 
Infantry 
Soldiers, 


One of the additions 
made to the 
small arms for military service in cer- 
tain countries was a magazine 
con- 
taining several 
cartridges 
at once. 
This has usually been 
placed below 
the stock, just ahead 
of the trigger. 
One of the best known rifles of that 
class Is the "Lee straight pull," once 
employed by American 
marines—the 
men who serve as soldiers on naval 
vessels. 
Another 
rifle of the 
same 
general class was invented by a Ger- 
man, Herr 
Mauser, and has 
been 
used in several foreign armies. 
The 
Spanish soldiers in the Cuban 
war, 
nine years ago, had Mauser rifles, 


A cable dispatch not long ago re- 
ported that Herr Mauser had devised 
a mechanism by which the 
weapen 
is automatically reloaded from a car- 
tridge chamber after 
firing. 
He be- 
lieves that the 
improvement 
is so 
great that it must be adopted by all 
modern armies. 
Germany will prob- 
ably be tho first to adopt it. 


This story is not perfectly 
clear, 
for there are already rifles jn which 
a spring in the magazine forces a car- 
tridge up through a slot in the stock, 
where the operation 
of opening the 
breach and throwing out the shell of 
the old cartridge prepares the gun for 
a new one. 
Such rifles can be adjust- 
ed so as to reload automatic 
and 
hence no fresh 
iniprovt-ni^T would 
seem 
to be needed. 
Fefhaps 
Herr 
Mauser has found a way to make his 
rifle feed more quickly 
than it did 
before.

Their Relative Value In Military Sen- 


vice. 


The relative merits of motors and 
horsed vehicles for the requirement» 
of army transport and for employment 
as heavy baggage wagons have been 
studied with great care abroad, and 
repeated trials of special motors have 
been made under tho conditions like- 
ly to occur In actual warfare in the 
open 
field. 
As the 
result 
of these 
tests certain necessarv structural al- 
terations have been formulated involv- 
ing b.'ight off t-.0 ground for crossing 
ditches and ploughed fields and ex- 
ceptional strength 
in the frame, as 
also the rvock of spare gear needed, 
with other essential 
conditions 
for 
purposes. 
It has, we believe, 
definitely determined 
that 
as 
weight carriers motor wagons are for 
army purposes 
greatly superior 
to 
horsed 
vehicles, 
especially 
in 
hilly 
country and over very rough ground. 
Colonel the Right Hon. Sir J. H. A. 
Macdonald has recently been discuss- 
ing the use of motors for the convey- 
ance of troops 
in war time, and he 
has given some striking illustrationi 
of the advantages gained over railway^ 
transport under certain 
circumstanc- 
es. 
He selected Dorking for the point 
of concentration and taking an ord; 
nary train traveling between London'' 
and Dorking, the period occupied in 
the journey is set down in the time 
table at an hour and twsnty minutes, 
He 
asserted 
that a motor 
vehich 
could cover the distance, "driven wltb 
care and consideration," in one hour 
and a quarter; the motor could then 
return light to London in an hour and 
five minutes, and 
could repeat 
this 
performance many times in the day. 
Assuming that the 1500 motor omni- 
buses that v,ill shortly be available 
in London could be pressed into the 
transport 
service, each 
of 
which 
could cover this distance in two hours 
and ten minutes and make six double 
journeys of this length, he 
showed 
that with the modest unit of load of 
thirty men per vehicle this fleet or^ 
omnibuses could convey 270,000 men 
over the 
distance 
between 
London 
and Dorking in thirty hours, leaving 
the railways free for cavalry, artil- 
lery and bulk material, as also for or- 
dinary trafilo.—London Times Engi 
eering Supplement.

One of the minor "cattle kings’* of 
California bears the title of “Clover 
Leaf” Johnson. Tho neat mark of his 
torand, the 
conventionalized 
clover 
leaf, is indelibly seared on the flanks 
of two thousand cattle that range over 
the mountains and 
deserts of 
three 
large counties. 


It Is my good fortune to have met 
Johnson and to have heard from him 
the following story of the days when 
the olovcr-leaf brand was young: 


‘‘The proudest hour of my life was 
when I sat on a 
horseshoe keg and 
■watched a* blacksmith as, with deft 
fianipulation of fire and hammer and 
.Invìi, he fashioned the original clover- 
Jfeaf brand. 
I told tho smith to spare 
leither time nor expanse in its mak­ 
ing, and the figure came out with thin, 
even edges, and as true as a dio in 
outline. 
Thsn, by indiscernible weld­ 
ing, it was made the end of a tliree- 
loot rod, the other extremity of which 
was bent to form a handhold. 
The 
finished product was suited for long, 
liard service, and, what is also of im­ 
portance, was one that would brand 
cattle without mutilation and with a 
minimum of burning. 


“The next day I started for the high 
mountains with five 
hundred cattle, 
which I was running on shares. Every 
fourth calf was to be my own, and be­ 
fore the season was over a number of 
the small fry were wearing the clover | growth of new 
shoots, and 
cut 
leaf. 


"Duplicating the graceful imprint of 
my iron gave me 
such 
pleasurable 
thrills that in the long waits between 
calves, I sometimes fell to decorating 
the lightning-scarred trees and fallen 
logs about my camp. 


‘‘The other cow-men called my at­ 
tention to this weakness by roughshod 
and well-taken jests, and have ever 
Bince called me Clover Leaf Johnson. 
As this name was also given to dis­ 
tinguish me from my nearest neigh­ 
bor, whom they called 
Cattle Thief 
Johnson, I did not in the least object 
to the title. 


“Some of 
my jocular 
friends de­ 
clared I put several brands on 
each 
calf, although this I denied emphati­ 
cally. 
Before returning to the 
foot­ 
hills that fall, however, I did go to 
JuBt such an extreme of 'art for art’s 
sake* 
under 
conditions 
that 
were 
•omewlmt unusual. 


“The cattle I was running were al­ 
lowed to roam at will over the moun­ 
tains, and my principal business, after 
getting them 'haunted/ was to 
keep 
the salt-licks filled and to look out for 
animals that were sick 
or crippled. 


Late one evening I found a cow and a 
*teer that seemed to have been torn 
by some wild animal, and with the in­ 
tention of treating their wounds tho 
>ext day, I ran them 
into a 
corral 
jjiat had been built near the huge lone 
|ak under which I camped. 


“Before dawn the following morn- 
iig I was busy 
cooking 
breakfast 
*hen a pitiful bawling arose from the 
torral. 
Thinking that one of the cow 
brutes was goring the other, I seized 
my branding-iron, which happened to 
be the only weapon near at hand, and 
rushed to the rescue. 


“I could not see what was happen­ 
ing inside the erclosure, as the stock­ 
ade was of logs piled five feet high; 
but without hesitation I vaulted, clear­ 
ing the top log neatly—under the cir­ 
cumstances far too neatly, for as my 
legs swung downward I caught sight 
<5f the unoffending steer cowering in 
the farther corner, and not filteen feet 
from the spot where I must alight the 
tow lay prostrate and bleeding, with 
• big grizzly walking round her. 


“Ordinarily I am not a scatterwit, 
but on this occasion I 
certainly at­ 
tempted a backward leap from a foun­ 
dation of light mountain air, and in 
consequence, landed flat on my back, 
with arms and legs sprawling. 


"My plight demanded action swift 
and strong, for the moment I hit the 
ground the grizzly made for me with 
Just such an 
up-and-over hop 
as a 
spider executes when 
jumping a fly. 


Just how I evaded his charge I could 
never say. I know only that I got out 
of the corral very quickly, and with 
the bear close behind, raced ior my 
lone oak. 


“The lower limbs of this old giant 
branched some live or six feet above 
uxy head, and the great girth of the 
trunk offered Jittle hope of ascent by 
the 'shinning* process. 
I should cer­ 
tainly have become meat for the grizz­ 
ly had it not been for the branding- 
iron, which I had forgotten to drop, 
the thought that J jufgh* hook the 


handle end over a stub which pro­ 
jected at the 
base 
of 
the 
lowest 
branch. 


“The claws and 
teeth in 
tho im­ 
mediate rear heartened mo 
for 
the 
leap 
of 
my 
life. 
I was fortunate 
enough to hook the snag with a sin­ 
gle carefully timed sweep of the iron, 
and with no noticeable pause in my 
upward flight, I ascended to a foothold 
in the crown of the tree. 


“The grizzly, although falling hack 
into an awkward heap from hlA first 
spring at my receding legs, seemed 
unwilling to admit that he was not a 
tree-climber; 
and spreading 
himself 
out like a flying squirrel against the 
broad trunk, he dug his huge, claws 
into the rough bark and began inching 
his way upward. 


“The tree leaned from tho direction 
of the prevailing winds, and this, with 
the bear’s great zeal and strenuous 
application, gave some premise of his 
attaining his ambition in 
spite 
of 
natural 
disadvantages. 
He 
became 
quite encouraged over his prospects; 
but when he had climbed a couple of 
feet, I reached down and hit 
him a 
clout over the head with the 
hand­ 
hold of my iron. 
The stout rod re­ 
bounded from the blow as if the old 
fellow’s hide were made of india-rub­ 
ber, but it affected his temper violent­ 
ly, and with 
a 
guttural 
snarl, he 
dropped all holds, and promptly slid 
to the ground. 


“We played this game until high 
noon. The grizzly could not resist the 
impulse to return buffet for clout, and 
upon every withdrawal of 
his 
fore 
hooks he 
dropped 
back to 
mother 
earth, always 
landing 
in a 
sitting 
posture, with a bump so harsh that 
his teeth would rattle. 


“Finally he took a recess, and after 
stirring about my camp for a while, 
ate dinner for 
us 
both. 
Everything 
he did not eat he 
tore to pieces or 
overturned. 
Flour, 
bacon, 
bedding, 
beans, stock salt, dried fruit and suigar 
ho “pied’ with 
grave 
satisfaction, 
Ignoring completely the wild whoops 
and the lively war-dance with which 
I strove to divert him. 


“Then, as if with the thought 
of 
settling his dinner, he reclined on his 
bulging side, and watched 
me ;with 
languid Interest while I 
took up my 
belt a couple of holss and wondered 
how long it would bo before I got an­ 
other square meal myself. 


“For me nothing clears the 
brain 
like fasting, and after an hour of si­ 
lent contemplation, I began 
to work 
out a scheme which promised a neat 
combination of business and pleasure. 
First I procured some dry branches 
and built a lively fire in the 
saddle­ 
shaped crotch of two gigantic 
limbs. 
Then I climbed out to where a storm- 
twisted branch threw out a luxuriant 


a 


couple of stout 
staves 
six 
feet 
in 
length. 
One of these I whittled to a 
sharp point at the tapering end; the 
other I lashed to the handle of 
the 
branding-iron by means of my leather 
belt and some buckskin strings which 
I found in my pocket. 


“By this time the fire had a good 
foundation of coais, in which I bedded 
the clover leaf. 
While I waited for 
the iron to heat, I offended the leclin- 
ing 
grizzly 
by 
pelting 
him 
with 
chunks of oak • bark, and when 
he 
came protesting to the base of 
the 
oak, by some vigorous digs with the 
pointed staff. 
Upon this, hp took up 
the cares of the world again, aspiring, 
as before dinner, to 
become a 
tree- 
climber. 


“But I caused him to defer the pre­ 
liminary 
trunk-grappling 
effort 
by 
vigorous prods with the sharp 
stick. 
Then, as he reared in a great rage to 
threaten and parry, I let 
him chew 
and claw the 
staff 
for a 
moment, 
while I thrust the branding-iron un­ 
der his guard, slapped 
the 
glowing 
clover leaf on his breast, and held it 
firmly an instant, while the 
over­ 
heated metal settled 
through 
his 
shaggy coat. 


“It was 
a 
very much 
discomfited 
and outraged 
grizzly 
that withdrew 
from the dense little cloud of singed- 
hair smoke. 
As 
ho 
backed about, 
angrily spitting out bits of the splin­ 
tered staff and examining 
his 
fore 
quarters in grave amazement, I ob­ 
served with keen 
delight that 
the 
clover leaf had taken splendidly. 
The 
imprint centered 
his 
broad, tawny 
breast, and was as true and as trim 
as a die. 
Never to my eyes 
had 
it 
looked half so imposing, 


“ ’One more before you leave me! 
One mora to match it from below!“ I 
shouted, and proceeded 
to* 
rekindle 
my fire and the grizzly’s tree-climbing 
ardor. 


“In this latter I found considerable 
difficulty, a» 
tho 
branding 
incident 
seemed to have imbued the old fellow 
with 
deep-rooted 
diffidence. 
A full 
half-hour of pelting with sticks and 
bark was required to draw him within 
reach of my prod, although once this 
was accomplished, he speedily became 
lost in a ferocious craving for revenge. 
So overwrought was he with this base 
passion that he shortly found himself 
backing out from the fumes of burnt 
hair again. 


“Now he boro on his breast two of 
my symbols of ownership, placed per­ 
pendicularly and stem 
to 
stem. 
So 
high did my enthusiasm run that I de­ 
termined to add one at each 
side, 
thinking thus to complete a design in 
which four clover leaves radiated from 
a common center. 
The grizzly, how­ 
ever, would have none of it. 
A long 
reason of futile effort, attended by a 
painful gnawing in the region where 
my breakfast and dinner should have 
been, made me decide to send him 
back to his 
haunts without 
further 
decoration. 


“When I descended to put this plan 
into execution, the big brute 
scared 
me nearly Vo death by throwing 1l ii- 
self Into a 
tremendous 
bristle 
and 
making a furious charge. 
He did not 


really mean it, however, for he wav­ 
ered as he neared me, and 
upon my 
leaping forward and

My first experience with the Beg­ 
gars* Guild—though I did not know it 
at the time—was at Newchwang dur­ 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. 
I, as

that place, was greatly bothered by 
a gang of most persistent beggars. 
So aggressive did they become in 
their appeals that we held a council 
of war and debated some means of 
ridding ourselves of the curse. 
We 
decided that we would single out one 
man and make a proposition to pay 
him one Mexican dollar per diem on 
condition that he would keep the rest 
of the bunch from us. We sought out 
Jo-Jo, as we had learned to call him. 
Jo-Jo was a poor devil who was badly 
bent and had great difficulty in walk­ 
ing. 
Through one of the hotel ser­ 
vants we told him what we wanted. 
He agreed to the proposition, and it 
worked like a charm—until.Jo-Jo de­ 
manded a raise of fifty cents a day. 


One morning in August—it was the 
great Chinese holiday, the Festival of 
the Dragon—four of us correspondents 
were at breakfast, when a visitor was 
announced. We repaired to the hotel 
sitting-room to meet our guest, whom 
we thought might be a Russian gener­ 
al, or at least a colonel, who had come 
to tell us that we were to be allowed 
to depart for Mukden immediately. 
Our surprise may probably be sur­ 
mised—though I doubt i,t—when I say 
that the visitor was none other than 
old Jo-Jo.

Improvements in the Weapon Used by 
Infantry Soldiers. 


One of the additions 
made to the 
small arms for military service in cer­ 
tain countries was a magazine 
con­ 
taining several 
cartridges 
at once. 
This has usually been 
placed below 
the stock, just ahead 
of the trigger. 
One of the best known rifles of that 
class Is the “Lee straight pull/* once 
employed by American marines—the 
men who serve as soldiers on naval 
vessels. Another 
rifle of the same 
general class was invented by a Ger­ 
man, Herr 
Mauser, and has 
been 
used in several foreign armies. 
The 
Spanish soldiers in the Cuban war, 
nine years ago, had Mauser rifles. 


A cable dispatch not long ago re­ 
ported that Herr Mauser had devised 
a mechanism by which the weapen 
is automatically reloaded from a car­ 
tridge chamber after firing. 
He be­ 
lieves that the 
improvement 
is so 
great that it must be adopted by all 
modern armies. 
Germany will prob­ 
ably be tho first to adopt it. 


This story is not perfectly 
clear, 
for there are already rifles in which 
a spring in the magazine forces a car­ 
tridge up through a slot in the stock, 
where the operation 
of opening the 
breach and throwing out the shell of 
the old cartridge prepares the gun for 
a new one. Such rifles can be adjust­ 
ed so as to reload automatic *;ly, and 
hence no fresh impiovfin^*r would 
seem 
to be needed.

Their Relative Value in Military Ser­ 
vice. 


The relative merits of motors and 
horsed vehicles for the requirements 
of army transport and for employment 
as heavy baggage wagons have been 
studied with great care abroad, and 
repeated trials of special motors have 
been made under tho conditions like­ 
ly to occur in actual warfare in the 
open field. 
As the 
result 
of these 
tests certain necessarv structural al­ 
terations have been formulated Involv­ 
ing 
*ght off t *.c ground for crossing 
ditches and ploughed fields and ex­ 
ceptional strength 
in the frame, as 
also the r vuck of spare gear needed, 
with other essential conditions 
for 
purposes. 
It has, we believe, 
b^»n definitely determined 
that as 
weight carriers motor wagons are for 
army purposes 
greatly superior to 
horsed vehicles, especially in hilly 
country and over very rough ground. 
Colonel the Right Hon. Sir J. H. A. 
Macdonald has recently been discuss­ 
ing the use of motors for the convey­ 
ance of troops 
in war time, and he 
has given some striking illustration! 
of the advantages gained over railway, 
transport under certain circumstanc­ 
es. He selected Dorking for the point 
of concentration and taking an ord: 
nary train traveling between LondonT 
and Dorkings the period occupied in 
the journey Is set down in the time 
table at an hour and twenty minutes. 
He 
asserted 
that a motor 
vehich 
could cover the distance, “driven with 
care and consideration,** in one hour 
and a quarter; the motor could then 
return light to London in an hour and 
five minutes, and could repeat this 
performance many times in the day. 
Assuming that the 1500 motor omni­ 
buses that will shortly be available 
in London could be pressed into the 
transport service, each 
of 
which 
could cover this distance in two hours 
and ten minutes and make six double 
journeys of this length, he 
showed 
that with the modest unit of load ot 
thirty men per vehicle this fleet of^ 
omnibuses could convey 270,000 men 
over the dlSvance between London 
and Dorking in thirty hours, leaving 
the railways free for cavalry, artil­ 
lery and bulk material, as also for or­ 
dinary traffic.—London Times Engij 
eering Supplement.

Had Pictures cf Peterhof Palace— 


UatuchMtko Claimed that He Had 
•een Shanghaied Out of New York. 
Gradually facts connected with the

'the Czar are coming out, and the 
•methods resorted to in order to con- 
Tict illustrate the desperate methods 
•of the palace officials, writes the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of th* New 
York World. 


The chief inquisition was leTelled 


;at Boris Xikitenko, a retired lieuten- 


rant of the navy, and his conviction 
Mngsd upon his alleged possession of 
a photograph of the interior of ths 
•Czar's private court-yard in the Peter- 
hof Palace, which the officials held 
-was taken surreptitiously. 


At the ofilce of the court secretary, 


the World correspondent obtained a 
-copy of this famous photograph from 
the police records. It shows the in- 
-side of the wonderful court, the most 
isolated spot in any civilized country, 
where the ruler of Russia usually 
passes his summers in splendid soli- 
tuJe. 


The jealously guarded park is clos- 


ed to all the world. Only the most 
favored among royalties may step 
therein or enjoy the magical beauties 
•of the place. 


Here it was that the Czar entertain- 


•ed the President of the French Re- 
public. It has been called the Rus- 
sian Versailles, because it was built 
upon the same plans as the noted 
French palace by the creator of both, 
•Count Charles Pestrelli. 


It stands on an eminence command- 


ing a superb view of the Finnish 
coast, and is about sixteen miles from 
St. Petersburg. It surpasses in beauty 
•every other royal abode in Europe. 
'The main building, three stories in 
height, is constructed of marble and 
red granite, the roof and innumerable 
•domes being constructed of iron, rich- 
ly gilded. 


Minor palaces, chapels and villas 


^surround the central pile, serving to 
-adorn the gardens, which, after all, 
-are the great feature of the place. 
"Terraces slip away to the sea, and 
-every aspect presents a new and var- 
iedly beautiful vista. 


The fountains are the despair of ar- 


chitects. They are situated directly 
in front of the palace, where the far 
famed Samson Fountain throws a 
«tream 100 feet In air. It Is surround- 
ed by bronz statuary representing 
griffins, dolphins and beasts, all vom- 
iting water. 


The whole volume of water flows 


over a series of marble slabs to the 
sea, nearly half a mile away. 


The Golden Cascade is so named on 


account of the immense flight of gol- 
den steps down "which the crystal 
Good glides. 


Within the splendor is worthy of the 


exterior. 
The palace Is exquisitely 


furnished in a style of the last cen- 
tury, and the entire edifice is crammed 
with priceless pictures, porcelains, 
tapestries, malachite, lapis lazuli and 
treasures of every description. 
The 


entrance hall is surrounded by marble 
columns, and from it ascends the won- 
derful 
Golden Staircase, with 
its 


heavy gilt Renaissance balustrade. 


The red room contains 800 paintings 


of beautiful women from every corner 
in Russia, painted expressly for the 
Empress Catherine II., by Rotari, the 
Italian, who roamed about the empire 
for years executing his mission. 


The Peterhof Palace contains an 


enormous theatre, and a Bayzantine 
church, which literally glitters -with 
jewels. 
The candlesticks and com- 


munion plate and ikons, are all of 
solid gold incrusted with diamonds 
and emeralds, while the baptismal 
font is fashioned out of a huge block 
of malachite. 


The mere possession of a secret 


photograph of the Czar's solitary 
court in the Peterhof Palace was con- 
sidered sufficient evidence whereon to 
base the death sentence condemning 
Nikitenko, Simasky and Naumof to 
death by hanging. 


~ 
How Xikitenko managed to smug- 


gle a camera into this always-watched 
garden is puzzling officials and public 
alike. It is pretended by the prosecu- 
tion that a soldier of a Guard regi- 
ment was bribed to permit assassins 
in the garb of Cossacks to enter and 
kill the Czar during his daily promen- 
ade. It is asserted that the assassins 
hoped to destroy the Czar in the gar- 
den one moonlight-night. 


The Peterhof was considered the 


only secure spot where the ruler of 
Russia could pass his time during the 
summer for the past three years. He 
passes his winters at Tsarskoe-Selo.

A Coin In the Sea. 


A coin dropped into the sea vrili 


««ink to the bottom, however deep it

it displaces. 


Ir is a common but mistaken notion 


that The density of the sea increases 
with its depth and consequent pressure, 
as does the density of the atmosphere,

earth's surface. The air, however, like 
all gases, is elastic, and -when under 
pressure (as with Its own weight), 
shrinks in volume and gains in density. 


Water, on the other hand, Is abso- 


lutely incompressible, and, although 
the pressure in the sea increases at the 
rate of about one pound for every two 
feet we descend, the density of the 
v^-ater remains the same: consequently 
the penny continues to outweigh the 
water it displaces and the coin sinks 
until it finds a solid resting place. The 
pressure of the water has no influence 
at all on the coin, acting as it does on 
all sides equally.

A Coin in tho Sen* 


A coin dropped into the sea M'ill 
sink to the bottom, however deep it 
is, owing to the fact that the metal is 
heavier than the volume of water that 
it displaces. 


It i.s a common but mistaken notion 
that the density of the sea increases 
with its depth and consequent pressure, 
as does the density of the atmosphere, 
which we all know is gi'eatest at the 
earth's surface. The air. however, like 
all gases, is elastic, and when under 
pressure (as with its own 
weight), 
shrinks in volume and gains In density. 


Water, on the other hand, Is abso- 
lutely incompressible, 
and, 
although 
the pressure in the sea increases at the 
rate of about one pound for every two 
feet we descend, the density of the 
water remains the same; consequently 
the penny continues to outweigh the 
water it displaces and the coin sinks 
until it finds a solid resting place.

ing a superb view of the Finnish 
coast, and is about sixteen miles from 
St. Petersburg. It surpasses in beauty 
•^every other royal abode In Europe.

A Coin in tho Se». 
A coin dropped into the sea w'ill 
sink to the bottom, however deep it 
is, owing to the fact that the metal is 
heavier than the volume of water that 
it displaces. 
It is a common but mistaken notion 
that the density of the sea increases 
with its depth and consequent pressure, 
as does the density of the atmosphere, 
which we all know is gi*eatest at the 
earth’s surface. The air, however, like 
all gases, is elastic, and when under 
pressure (as with its own weight), 
shrinks in volume and gains in density. 
Water, on the other hand, is abso­ 
lutely incompressible, and, although 
the pressure in the sea increases at the 
rate of about one pound for every two 
feet we descend, the density of the 
water remains the same; consequently 
the penny continues to outweigh the 
water it displaces and the coin sinks 
until it finds a solid resting place. The 
pressure of the water has no Influence 
at all on the coin, acting as it does on 
all sides equally.

Fire at Bittinger. 


The postoftice at Bittinger’s Station, 
Oxford township, together with the brick 
store and dwelling owned and conducted 
by Bittinger Brothers, was totally destroy­ 
ed by fire Christmas night at 8 o’clock, 
entailing a loss of several thousand dol­ 
lars. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery. 
The fire was discovered at about 8 o’clock, 
when the entire interior of the storeroom 
was already in flames, and the fire had 
gained such headway that it was impossi­ 
ble to save anything but the neighboring 
buildings 
The barn, which was saved, 
contained about two tons of giant powder 
for use in the quarries, which was carried 
to a field beyond by neighbors who had 
congregated. 
The fact of this immense 
amount of powder being stored in the 
barn, close to the buildings, caused con­ 
sternation to nearby neighbors, w h o 
breathed easier after its removal. 
Noth­ 
ing remains of the buildings but the 
crumbling walls, and everything contain­ 
ed in the buildings was consumed. Chas. 
Bittinger, who conducts the store, has 
leased the creamery building and will at 
once lay in a supply of goods. 


The loss is estimated at about $8,000, 
with an insurance of $6,000 on store, 
dwelling and contents. 


The fire broke out while E. M. Bitting­ 
er and wife who live in the dwelling were 
at a Christmas service.

Value of Book Paper Greater Than 


of Other Varieties. 


Bulletin SO, which has just been is- 


sued by the Census Bureau, presents 
statistics relating to the manufacture 
of paper and wood pulp. The growth 
of the industry in the five years be- 
tween 1900 and 1905 surpassed 
the 


growth in the preceding ten years. 
Thus the value of products, which in- 
creased by S4S.3SS.97S between 1S90 
and 1900. increased by $61.389,027 be- 
tween 1900 and 1905; the capital em- 
ployed, which increased by $77,675.165 
in the ten-year period preceding 19CO, 
increased by 5109,936.758 in the next 
five years. 


Tfae leading state in this industry is 


New York, for which the reported pro- 
duct at the census of 1905 was $37,- 
750.605. The state which ranks next 
in value of product is Massachusetts, 
for which the return was ?32.012,247. 
Maine comes next with a value of pro- 
duct reported at $22,951.124. 
Then 


come, in the order named, Wisconsin, 
($17,844,174). Pennsylvania, ($15,411,- 
032), and Ohio, (310.961,527.) 


Of the total value of the product 


($188.715.189), news paper represented 
$35,906.460; book paper, $37,403,501;

816,959,557. 


The aggregate value of tissue papers 
was So.056.438; of blotting raper, $1,- 
046,790; of building, roof, asbestos and 
sheathing papers, S-3.013,464. 


In the Interval between 1900 and 


1905 the production of ,news paper in- 
creased in value 515,814,586. or 78.7 
percent. 


New York leads in the production of 


news paper, reporting a product of 
$13,465.093. 
which was rather more 


than one-third of the total product 
of the United States. In the produc- 
tion of book paper Massachusetts is 
the leading state, the reported product 
of this state being $7.515.045, which 
was almost one-fourth of the total 
product of the United States. 


The principal raw materials tised in 


the paper indvsstry are wood, usually 
spruce or poplar, rags (used for fine 
paper), old or waste paper, manlla 
stock, jute bagging, rope, straw, st.l- 
phur, clay, etc. The most Important 
of all these, measured by quantity and 
cost, is wood. In the paper and wood 
pulp industry over 3.000.000 cords of 
wood, having a total value of over 
S20.000.000, were used in the-years cov- 
ered by «the census of 1905.

Paper Greater 
Than 
of Other Varieties, 


Bulletin 80, which has just been is- 
sued by the Census Bureau, presents 
statistics relating to the manufacture 
of paper and wood pulp. 
The growth 
of the industry In the five years be- 
tween 1900 and 1905 
surpassed 
the 
growth in the preceding ten years. 
Thus the value of products, which in- 
creased by $48,388.978 between 1890 
and 1900, increased by $61,389,027 be- 
tween 1900 and 1905; the capital em- 
ployed, which increased by $77,678.165 
in tlie ten-year period preceding 1900, 
Increased by $109,936,758 in the next 
five years. 


The leading state In this industry Is 
New York, for which the reported pro- 
duct at the census of 1905 was $37,- 
750,605. 
The state which ranks next 
in value of product is Massachusetts, 
for which the return was $32,012,247. 
Maine comes next with a value of pro- 
duct reported at $22,951,124. 
Then 
come, in the order named, Wisconsin, 
($17,844,174), Pennsylvania, 
($15,411,- 
032), and Ohio, ($10,961,527.) 


Of the total value of the product 
($188,715,189), news paper represented 
$35,906.460; 
book paper, 
$37,403,501; 
fine paper, •$22,2-19.170; wrapping pa- 
per, $30,435,592; boards, 
$16,959,557. 
The aggregate value of tissue papers 
was $5,056,438; of blotting raper, $1.- 
046.790; of building, roof, asbestos and 
sheathing papers, $3.013,464. 


In the Interval between 1900 and 
1905 the production of .news paper in- 
creased in value $15,814,586, or 78.7 
percent. 


New York leads in the production of 
news paper, reporting a product of 
$13,465,093, 
which was rather more 
than one-third of the total product 
of the United States. 
In the produc- 
tion of book paper Massachusetts Is 
the leading state, the reported product 
of this state being $7,515.045, which 
was almost one-fourth of the 
total 
product of the United States, 


The principal raw materials used in 
the paper industry are wood, usually 
spruce or poplar, rags (used for fine 
paper), old or waste paper, manila 
stock, jute bagging, rope, straw, bt.I- 
phur, clay, etc. 
The most important 
of all these, measured by quantity and 
cost, is wood. In the paper and wood 
pulp industry over 3.000.000 cords of 
wood, having a total value of over 
$20.000,000, were used In the^years cov- 
ered by«the census of 1905,

If the English channel were on this 


Value of Book Paper G reater Than 
of O ther Varieties. 


Bulletin 80, which has just been is­ 
sued by the Census Bureau, presents 
statistics relating to the manufacture 
of paper and wood pulp. 
The growth 
of the industry in the five years be­ 
tween 1900 and 1905 
surpassed 
the 
growth in the preceding ten years. 
Thus the value of products, which in­ 
creased by $48,388,97S between 1890 
and 1900, increased by 561,389,027 be­ 
tween 1900 and 1905; the capital em­ 
ployed, which increased by $77,678,165 
in the ten-year period preceding 1900, 
increased by $109,936,758 in the next 
five years. 


The leading state in this industry is 
New York, for which the reported pro­ 
duct at the census of 1905 was $37,- 
750,605. 
The state which ranks next 
in value of product is Massachusetts, 
for which the return was $32,012,247. 
Maine comes next with a value of pro­ 
duct reported at $22,951,124. 
Then 
come, in the order named, Wisconsin, 
($17,844,174), Pennsylvania, 
($15,411,- 
032), and Ohio, ($10,961,527.) 


Of the total value of the product 
($188,715,189), news paper represented 
$35,906,460; 
book paper, $3?,403,501; 
fine paper, *$22,249,170; wrapping pa­ 
per, $30,435,592; 
boards, 
$16,959,557. 
The aggregate value of tissue papers 
was $5,056,438; of blotting paper, $1,- 
046,790; of building, roof, asbestos and 
sheathing papers, $3,013,464. 


In the Interval between 1900 and 
1905 the production of ,news paper in­ 
creased In value $15,814,586, or 78.7 
percent. 


New York leads in the production of 
news paper, reporting a product of 
$13,465,093, 
which was rather more 
than one-third of the total product 
of the United States. 
In the produc­ 
tion of book paper Massachusetts is 
the leading state, the reported product 
of this state being $7,515,045, which 
was almost one-fourth of the total 
product of the United States. 


The principal raw materials used in 
the paper industry are wood, usually 
spruce or poplar, rags (used for fine 
paper), old or waste paper, manila 
stock, jute bagging, rope, straw, sul­ 
phur, clay, etc. 
The most important 
of all these, measured by quantity and 
cost, is wood. 
In the paper and wood 
pulp industry over 3,000,000 cords of 
wood, having a total value of over 
$20,000,000, were used in the.years cov­ 
ered by«the census of 1905, 


Thatched Roof« In London.

Thatched House 
in 
St. 
Jam es's 
street, although the name is a bare 
tradition of a long departed roofing. 
Like wooden houses, thatched roofs 
are rare in London. 


There is a beautiful specimen in 
Camberwell grove, not far from Cam­ 
berwell Green. 
Standing back from 
the street, it is embedded in the rich­ 
est foliage 
and 
clad 
in ivy. 
The 
thatching is of ancient date, in good 
repair and evidently the work of a 
highly skilled thatcher. At the begin­ 
ning of the grove 
is a very old fr.n 
called the Plough, which retains all 
the main features with which It was 
invested some 300 yers ago.—London 
Evening Standard.

You hear of divorces because of "incompatabiliiy of temper." Is "inconi- 


patability of temper" possible in a Christian family? \\V fail to take our 
family relations wkh sufficient seriousness.

In this small matter of the family there is a vast opportunity lor Chris- 


tian common sense. Our Christian legislation presupposes Christian people. 
We have need of better laws on divorce, we need better protection for chil- 
dren, but it is the business of the church to see that we have not merely bet- 
ter legislation, but better people.

protection of the individual's own being and an exposing or 
his inmost self to the less scrupulous operator who may 
come afterward. In ether words, hypnotism is a destruc- 
tive process; it obscures the individual, takes from him the 


God given right to work out his own problems in life and places that power 
in the hands of another; and no mere temporary physical alleviation can pos- 
sibly justify any man, woman or child surrendering to the hypnotic control of 
any other human beic.§. That Is a prostitution not of the body, but of the 
soul, and the physician who encourages this practice is assuming a. responsi- 
bility which no man with a proper appreciation of the divine right of individ- 
ual, responsible life would ever undertake. All constructive power is poten- 
tial for good; all destructive power is dedicated to evil, and hypnotism does 
not build up the individual soul or body; ii deadens the sensibilities of the indi- 
vidual and gives place to the potent will of the operator. Every experiment 
simply weakens the victim's power of resistance, leaving him open to assaults 
upon his vital forces from every mountebank who may choose to experiment 
npon him. 


The physician wco resorts to hypnotism may produce temporary results 


which are apparently beneficial, but he is laying the foundation for the disin- 
tegration of the personal ego and is working a wrong against himself and his 
victim. Every intelligent man. woman and child should refuse to sanction 
such practice; it Is deadly in us effects and can do no permanent good.

Greeley finds that they are divisible 
into three classes: 


First—Those—and 
they 
are 
tho 
most important—which 
can 
bo re- 
moved only by congressional leirisla- 
tion. 
Their correction, he 
contends, 
requires an increase of pay, the res- 
toration of the canteen, the granting 
of extra duty pay abroad 
and more 
liberal 
pay at home, appropriations 
liberal 
enough 
to 
provide 
ample 
means of recreation and frequent in- 
terchange between isolated and desir- 
able posts, severer laws regarding de- 
sertion and increase of rations and al- 
lowances. 
He declares that the army 
as a whole is insufficiently 
and im- 
properly fed, tho men earning scarce- 
ly over 50 cents a day all told, and re- 
ceiving poorer rations than the poor- 
est unskilled laborer has who earns 
in civil life from $1 to $3 a day. 


Second—Causes within the control 
of the war 
department. 
The 
only 
one under this head is the matter of 
practice marches, remedy for 
which 
is now under consideration, although 
Gen. Greeley 
says 
possibly 
there 
might be some reduction of non-mili- 
tary work by neglecting the appear- 
ance of posts. 
Gen. 
Greeley discov- 
ered a year ago 
that 
the 
practice 
marches were an undue hardship on 
the men and recommended that they 
be abolished. 


Third—Strictly moral causes which 
cannot be 
radically 
remedied. 
The 
general refers to vicious and immor- 
al tendencies found in all communi- 
ties. 


In view of the fact that 53 percent 
of desertions occur during the 
first 
year of service Gen. Greeley reaches 
the conclusion that most 
desertions 
of recruits would be obviated if re- 
cruits could be discharged on appli- 
cation after one year's service. 
He 
also recommends that the period of 
enlistment be increased to five years. 


Gen. Greeley 
strongly 
advises a 
campaign on congres for increase of 
pay of officers, which 
he 
declares 
is badly needed in all branches and 
all grades.

Mississippi's First Steamboat.

President Roosevelt’s 
Journey on tho Mississippi, that the 
first steamboat voyage on that river 
was made by a 
Roosevelt—Nicholas 
J. Roosevelt—of New York, one 
of 
Fulton's most useful and gifted, asso­ 
ciates. 
The steamboat was built at 
Pittsburg under Mr. Roosevelt’s di­ 
rections, and was ready for its jour­ 
ney in September, 1811. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt was accompanied on his journey 
by his wife, to whom he had been 
recently married. 
The steamer was 
called Now Orleans, and 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Roosevelt were received at dif­ 
ferent places along their route with 
an enthusiasm not less 
than 
that 
which President Roosevelt has been 
greeted. 
The pioneer steamer reach- 
ftew Orleans safely, and 
ran 
for 
some years between that city 
and 
Natchez. 
It was an enterprise that 
called for indomitable courage and 
energy, which Nicholas J. Roosevelt 
evidently possessed in no 
less 
de­ 
gree than his illustrious namesake.

Lounsbury of Yale, who knows more 
about usage among writers than any­ 
body, writes in the November Har­

of 
Expletives,” and points to the good 
old doctor’s inconsistency in 
using 
the expletive “form” as 
a 
passing 
moral to purists and others. 
Milton 
says “Ascend up” in Paradise Lost; 
we 
say, 
“Hurry 
up” in 
everyday 
speech. 
Chaucer said, “All his whole 
heart;” and Shakespearo says in As 
You Like It, “To fight the animals 
and kill them up.” 
Prof. Lounsbury 
also considers the 
usage 
of 
the 
words “up” or 'upon,” which is a pit­ 
fall dreaded by many.

Divorce Too Easy 


Society Doomed if Christianity Cannot Grip 
Hold of Family Problem. 


Ey Professor Shaiter Mathews, 
Heart of the University of Chicago Divinity School, 
and Editor of The Religious World. 


HERE is a tendency to replace 
the idea of romantic love 
that gives beauty to life. 
I regret this because it is likely 
to break down our civilization and the sanctity of the fam* 
ily. 
If the relations of man and woman are to be merely 
those of animals then we are going backward in our evolu­ 
tion. 
I do not see any help for any Christianity that does 
not face this problem squarely. If Christianity cannot grip 
hold of this family problem and get tho spirit of Christiauity 
' into the lowest 
group of our civilization, then society 
is 
doomed and marriage ties will be turned into mere conventionalities and re­ 
lations respectable enough, but increasingly un-Christian. 


Divorce is increasing with alarming rapidity. The conditions are much 
the same today as’in the days of Jesus, when He forbade divorce, although it 
had become so common that a man might divorce his wife merely because 
she was not a good enough cook. 
So with us, the family has become a mere 
conventionality and a matter of personal convenience. There are many young 
men and women who are growing up with the idea that marriage, wiiile it may 
not be simultaneously, at least may be successively, polyandrous and polyga­ 
mous. 


You hear of divorces because of “incompatability of temper.” Is “incom- 
patability of temper” possible in a Christian family? We fail to take our 
family relations with sufficient seriousness. We go into family relations with 
the same sangfroid that wc go on a picnic. 


One of the moulders of public opinion in my own city a leading newspa­ 
per, gave coupons that entitled the holders to free passes to St. Joseph, Mich., 
where they could be married easily. Was 
that not a prostitution 
of tho 
whole business to yellow journalism? What shall we say of the whole mat­ 
ter of courtship? I heard a minister say once: “I never heard a sermon on 
getting engaged,” but one pulpit in Boston is going to treat of this topic. This 
indifference to the things that we do not talk about, or at least hesitate to 
talk about, is the source of many of the dangers of our social life. 


We find i difficult, I fear, to bring the great principles of Jesus down to 
the small duties of life. It is so much easier to write books about 
child 
training than it is to bring up boys and girls. 


In this small matter of the family there is a vast opportunity for Chris­ 
tian common sense. 
Our Christian legislation presupposes Christian people. 
We have need of better laws on divorce, we need better protection for chil­ 
dren, but it is the business of the church to see that we have not merely bet­ 
ter legislation, but better people. 


A Warning Against 
Hypn otism

YPNOTISM is a violation of a law of nature; it is a Drain 
* — 
■■■ ■ 
■ 
paralysis and 
the substitution of tho 
mind of 
the 
op­ 
erator for that of the patient, and even in those instances 
in which the niind of the operator is pure and wholesome 
there ia a breaking down of the barriers intended lor the 
protection of the individual’s own being and an exposing or 
his inmost self to the less scrupulous operator 
who may 
come afterward. 
In other words, hypnotism is a destruc­ 
tive process; it obscures the individual, takes from him the 
God given right to work out his own problems in life and places that power 
in the hands of another; and no mere temporary physical alleviation can pos­ 
sibly justify any man, woman or child surrendering to the hypnotic control of 
any other human being. 
That is a prostitution not of the body, but of the 
soul, and the physician who encourages this practice is assuming a responsi­ 
bility which no man with a proper appreciation of the divine right of individ­ 
ual, responsible life would ever undertake. All constructive power Is poten­ 
tial for good; all destructive power is dedicated to evil, and hypnotism does 
not build up the individual soul or body; ii deadens the sensibilities of the indi­ 
vidual and gives place to the potent will of the operator. Every experiment 
simply weakens the victim’s power of resistance, leaving him open to assaults 
upon his vital forces from every mountebank who may choose to experiment 
upon him. 


The physician who resorts to hypnotism may produce temporary results 
which are apparently beneficial, but he is laying the foundation for the disin­ 
tegration of the personal ego and is working a wrong against himself and his 
victim. Every intelligent man, woman and child should 
refuse to sanction 
such practice; it is deadly in its effects and can do no permanent good.

In his annual report to the war de­ 
partment Major-Gen. A. W. Greeley, 
commanding the northern 
division, 
discusses at length his investigations 
which were directed toward solving 
the problem of how to obtain better 
enlisted men and how to keep th iu, 
how to prevent tho gradually inert .\s- 
ing number of desertions aiul to ob­ 
tain a greater proportion of re-enlist­ 
ments and how to reduce tho number 
of court-martials. 


Much of tho report is devoted to 
the subject of desertions. 
Gen. Gree­ 
ley gives ten principal causes of de­ 
sertion, arranged in the order of their 
importance as determined by the in­ 
vestigations of thirty-six selected or­ 
ganization commanders, by 13S bat­ 
tery, company and troop command­ 
ers and 13G first sergeants at the va­ 
rious posts of tho division. The caus­ 
es of desertion are given as follows: 
Small pay, especially for non-com- 
missioned officers, and high wages in 
civil life. 


Lack 
of 
canteen, and 
resultant 
troubles in dives surrounding army 
posts. 


Low standard and general worthless­ 
ness of recruits such as only can be 
obtained under tho present conditions 
in the army. 


Excessive amount 
of non-military 
work. 


Hardships 
incurred 
during 
long 
practice marches, especially those oc­ 
curring weekly. 


Difficulties arising from bad habits. 
Failure of recruits to appreciate the 
obligations of a contract and their ig­ 
norance of the character of the crime 
of desertion. 


Probable immunity 
from punish­ 
ment for desertion and belief that lit­ 
tle effort 
will be made to 
capture 
them. 


Almost universal hostile attitude of 
civilians toward the army uniform. 


Isolation of certain posts and con­ 
sequent lack of amusements. 


Analyzing these ten 
causes Gen. 
Greeley finds that they are divisible 
into three classes: 


First—Those—and 
they 
are tho 
most important—which 
can 
be re­ 
moved only by congressional legisla­ 
tion. 
Their correction, he 
contends, 
requires an increase of pay, the res­ 
toration of the canteen, the granting 
of extra duty pay abroad 
and more 
liberal 
pay at home, appropriations 
liberal enough 
to 
provide 
ample 
means of recreation and frequent in­ 
terchange between isolated and desir­ 
able posts, severer laws regarding de­ 
sertion and increase of rations and al­ 
lowances. 
He declares that the army 
as a whole is insufficiently 
and im­ 
properly fed, the men earning scarce­ 
ly over 50 cents a day all told, and re­ 
ceiving poorer rations than the poor­ 
est unskilled laborer has who earns 
in civil life from $1 to $3 a da}r. 


Second—Causes within the control 
of the war 
department. 
The 
only 
one under this head is the matter of 
practice marches, remedy for 
which 
is now under consideration, although 
Gen. Greeley says 
possibly 
there 
might be some reduction of non-mili­ 
tary work by neglecting the appear­ 
ance of posts. Gen. 
Greeley discov­ 
ered a year ago 
that 
the 
practice 
marches were an undue hardship on 
the men and recommended that they 
be abolished. 


Third—Strictly moral causes which 
cannot be 
radically 
remedied. 
The 
general refers to vicious and immor­ 
al tendencies found in all communi­ 
ties. 


In view of the fact that 53 percent 
of desertions occur during the first 
year of service Gen. Greeley reaches 
the conclusion that most desertions 
of recruits would be obviated if re­ 
cruits could be discharged on appli­ 
cation after one year’s service. 
He 
also recommends that the period of 
enlistment be increased to five years.

HERE Is a growing tendency to celibate life. From an ex­ 
haustive study of the statistics of graduates of nine of our 
oldest colleges for men and four for women, it appears that 
ten years after graduation about one-fourth of the men and 
one-half of the woman remain unmarried. 


Young men and women, especially those in easy cir* 
cumstances, delay, deliberate, weigh the attractions of single 
and wedded life, consider social and even 
pecuniary pros 
and cons until tho golden dawn of youth advances to the 
high noon of maturity, and in Herbert Spencer's phrase, “The motives that 
make for individuation become too strong for those that make for genesis." 


When man has as fully domesticated himself by civilization as he has do­ 
mesticated the animals, the voice of the medical profession will be heard upon 
this problem of the national ¿vA racial economy. Those with most grounds
